1 . (Currently Amended) A method for display i ng to tho ucor of a mob i le station an 
offoct stimu l at i ng v i sual, auditory or taoti l o oonco, the method comprising: 

a)-establishing a connection between a first mobile station and a second mobile 
station, 

©^-transferring speech data or message data representing a first effect for 
stimulating an auditory or visual sense via the established connection as a 
ringing command; 

©^transferring or activating data compiled from vibration effects memory, flash 
patterns memory or graphic objects memory for producing a second effect for 
stimulating a visual or tactile sense by the same established connection as a 
ringing command usinn a signaling message associated therewith, 

g>-producing the first effect for stimulating an auditory or visual sense in the 
second mobile station, while maintaining said connection, using a first means of 
expression comprising at least one element selected from the group of a 
loudspeaker and a display, and 

efproducing the second effect stimulating a visual or tactile sense in the second j 
mobile station, while maintaining said connection, using a second means of 
expression comprising at least one element selected from the group of a 
vibration unit, at least one light unit and the display, which is selected differently 
from the elements of the first means of expression, and wherein said second 
effect for stimulating a visual or tactile sense comprises a lighting effect or a 
vibration effect. 

2. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 1 , 
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wherein establishing a connection stop a) comprises establishing a two-way 
telephone connection between the first mobile station and the second mobile 
station, 

wherein transferring speech data or message data stee-bVcomprises transmitting 
data compiled from sounds memory or graphic objects memory forming the first 
effect for stimulating a visual or auditory sense via the telephone connection 

and wherein transferring or activating data stop o) comprises transmitting data 
compiled from vibration effects memory, flash patterns memory or graphic 
objects memory forming the second effect for stimulating a visual, or tactile 
sense in a User-to-User Signaling (UUS) message associated with the telephone 
connection. 

3. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 1 , 

wherein establishing a connection s tee-alcomprises establishing a text message 
connection between the first mobile station and the second mobile station, and 

wherein transferring speech data or message datas tees-ta and transferring or 
activating data e^-comprise transmitting data compiled from sounds memory, 
vibration effects memory, flash patterns memory or graphic objects memory 
forming the first and second effects in a text message. 

4. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 1 , wherein transferring speech 
data or message data stoos b) and transferring or activating data g )— comprise 
transmitting data compiled from sounds memory, vibration effects memory, flash 
patterns memory or graphic objects memory forming the first and second effects in a 
MIDI (Musical Instrument Digital Interface) file.

6. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 1, wherein the second effect 




-further comprises a graphics effect presented on the display.

9. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 1, wherein producing the 
second effect s tee-eVcomprises generating a plurality of second effects for stimulating 
visual or tactile senses at the same time in the mobile station to form an effect entity 
combined from effects stimulating visual or tactile senses. 

10. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 1, charactor i zod in that 
wherein the second effect for stimulating a visual or tactile sense is activated so as to 
be automatically presented by the second means of expression comprising of a 
vibration unit, light units or a display. 

1 1 . (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 1 , wherein the second effect 
for stimulating a visual or tactile sense is activated so as to be presented by the second 
means of expression comprising of a vibration unit, light units or a display as a 
consequence of certain user action. 

1 2. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 1 , wherein the second effect 
for stimulating a visual, auditory or tactile sense is activated so as to be presented by 
the second means of expression comprising of a vibration unit, light units or a display 
when a certain start instruction is activated. 

13. (Currently Amended) A mobile station for prosont i ng an offoct stimu l ating v i sual, 
auditory or tactilo oonso to tho user of tho mobile station, which An apparatus 
comprisoG comprisina : 

mean sa transmitter and receiver for establishing a connection between a first 
mobile station and second mobile station, 

meaft sa control unit for transferring via tho connection established speech data | 
or message data representing a first effect stimulating auditory or visual sense as 
a ringing command via the established connection : I 
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meaft sthe control unit configured for transferring or activating data compiled from 
vibration effects memory, flash patterns memory or graphic objects memory for 
producing a second effect stimulating a visual or tactile sense by the same 
established connection as the ringing command using a signaling message 
associated therewith, 

first moans of express i on compr i s i ng at least one first element selected from the 
group of a loudspeaker and a display to present in the second mobile station, 
while maintaining said connection, the first effect stimulating auditory or visual 
sense, and 

second moans of oxpross i on comprising at least one second element selected 
from the group of a vibration unit, at least one light unit and the display, which is 
selected different from the o l omonts of tho at least one first moans of 
oxpross i on e lement . for producing in the second mobile station, while maintaining 
said connection, the second effect stimulating visual, auditory or tactile sense, 
wherein said second effect for stimulating a visual or tactile sense is at least a 
lighting effect or a vibration effect. 

14. (Currently Amended) A mob il e station accord i ng to The apparatus of claim 13, 
characterized in that i t compr i sos further comprising a sounds unit, a sounds controller, 
and a sounds memory for controlling sound effects. 

15. (Currently Amended) A mobilo station according to The apparatus of claim 13, 
character i zed in that i t compr i sos further comprising a vibration unit, a vibrator 
controller, and a vibration effects memory for controlling vibration effects. 

16. (Currently Amended) A mobilo station accord i ng to The apparatus of claim 13, 
charactorizod in that it comprisos further comprising light units, a lighting controller, and 
a flash patterns memory for controlling lighting effects. 

17. (Currently Amended) A mob il o station according to The apparatus of claim 13. 
charactor i zod in that i t compr i sos further comprising a display, a display controller, and 
a graphic objects memory for controlling visual effects. 
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18. (Currently Amended) A mobiio station accord i ng to The apparatus of claim 13. 
charactorizod in that it compr i ses moano of oxproosion comprioinq o fw herein the first or 
second element comprises a loudspeaker, a sounds unit, a vibration unit, light units or a 
display for presenting effects simultaneously as an effect entity combined from effects 
stimulating visual, auditory or tactile sense. 

19. (Currently Amended) A mobiio otat i on accord i ng to The apparatus of claim 13, 
charactor i zod in that it comprises wherein the control unit is configured meafre-for 
downloading a MIDI file for accessing the effect entity. 

20. (Currently Amended) A mob ii o otation accord i ng to The apparatus of claim 13, 
charactorizod i n that i t compriGoo wherein the control unit is configured moans for 
transmitting effects to be presented on a second mobile station. 

21. (Currently Amended) A mob ii o otat i on accord i ng to The apparatus of claim 20, 
charact o r i zod in that i t comprises w herein the control unit is configured moans for 
transmitting effects to a second mobile station as part of a text message. 

22. (Currently Amended) A mob ii o stat i on accord i ng to The apparatus of claim 20, 
charactor i zod i n that i t compriooo wherein the control unit is configured moans for 
transmitting effects to a second mobile station during a telephone connection using a 
User-to-User Signaling (UUS) message associated with the telephone connection. 

23. (Currently Amended) A mob ii o station accord i ng to The apparatus of claim 21 , 
characterized in that the mobile station comprises means for activating effects 
automatically. 

24. (Currently Amended) A mobiio stat i on according to The apparatus of claim 21, 
characterized in that the mobile station comprises means for activating effects as a 
consequence of user action. 

25. (Currently Amended) A mobi i o station according to The apparatus of claim 23, 
charactorizod i n that tho mobiio station comprisos moano wherein the control unit is

28. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 1, wherein said established 
connection is a voice call. 

29. (Currently Amended) A mob i lo station accord i ng to The apparatus of claim 13, 
wherein said established connection is a voice call. 

30. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 6, wherein the graphics 
effect comprises an animation or an image. 
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
